TERMS  OF  SALE 


These  terms  of  sale  are  designed  to  conform  to  the  Amended  Rules  for  Public  Auction  Sales  in  New  York  City 
by  the  Department  of  Consumer  Affairs  and  the  Bylaws  of  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild,  Inc. 


1.  This  public  auction  sale  is  conducted  pursuant  to  these  Terms  of  Sale  by  licensed  and  bonded  auctioneers,  Harvey  G. 
Stack,  #0522763,  Norman  Stack,  #0798113  and  Lawrence  R.  Stack,  #0798114. 

2.  Each  bidder,  by  bidding  in  the  sale,  agrees  that  a 10%  BUYER’S  CHARGE  will  be  added  to  the  hammer 
price”  or  winning  bid  of  each  lot  as  determined  by  the  auctioneer.  This  10%  BUYER’S  FEE  will  be  added  to  the 
invoice  of  each  successful  bidder  over  and  above  the  actual  sum  bid  or  offered.

Brilliant  Uncirculated  is  at  least  MS-60  and  means  that  it  is  probable  that  the  coin  has  not  entered 
general  circulation;  the  coin  may  have  heavy  contact  marks,  noticeable  hairlines  and  have  original  luster  (or 
be  impaired).  It  is  the  lowest  state  of  preservation  of  uncirculated  coins.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  is  at 
least  MS-63,  which  means  that  it  has  more  attractive  eye  appeal  than  an  MS-60,  may  have  original  or  slightly 
impaired  luster,  may  have  a few  scattered  hairlines  or  even  a small  patch  of  hairlines;  and  may  have  some 
distracting  contact  marks  in  the  field  or  design.  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated  is  at  least  MS-65  and  has  very 
pleasing  eye  appeal  (more  so  than  an  MS-63)  and  full  lustre.  It  may  have  a few  scattered  hairlines  and  may 
also  have  a minimal  number  of  contact  marks.  Scuff  marks  may  show.  STACK’S  does  not  represent  that  a 
numismatic  item  has  or  has  not  been  cleaned;  that  any  toning  is  natural  or  artificial;  that  any  coin  catalogued 
will  meet  the  standards,  or  the  grade,  of  any  third  party  or  third  party  grading  service.  It  should  be  under- 
stood by  all  that  grading  is  a subjective  art  and  that  others  may  differ  from  these  interpretations.

In  the  summer  of  1914  Bernard  N angle  received  a package 
from  the  distinguished  Numismatic  firm  of  Otto  Helbing  in 
Munich.  Included  were  thirty-three  Greek  and  Roman  coins. 
Mr.  Mangle  decided  to  keep  eleven  of  the  coins  and  return  the 
balance.  The  following  eleven  pieces  are  those  coins,  complete 
with  the  invoice  and  correspondingly  numbered  envelopes 
from  Helbing,  along  with  the  outer  envelope  from  Germany,

Following  the  Japanese  pattern  on  which  all 
Manchukuo  decorations  were  based,  the  suspen- 
der shows  four  incuse  characters  “Order  of  Merit 
Decoration.”  The  star  bears  one  hinged,  two  fixed 
tunic  pins.  Housed  in  9'^/s  x bVs  x JVs  inch  original 
black  lacquered  presentation  case  bearing  a relief 
gold  Manchukuo  Orchid  Crest  over  8-character 
vertical  inscription.  The  plush  cream-beige  inte- 
rior is  decorated  with  a gold-thread  Crane  and 
Cloud  pattern  with  fitted  openings  for  both  parts 
of  the  decoration,  the  sash  fitting  snugly  below.

Manchukuo  was  created  by  Japan’s  Kwantung 
Army  after  the  bombing  of  the  South  Manchurian 
Railway  in  Sept.  1931.  First  Chief  Executive  was 
Henry  P’u  Yi,  the  last  Ch’ing  (Manchu)  Emperor  of 
China.  The  country  became  an  Empire  in  March 
1934  with  P’u  Yi  mounting  the  new  Dragon  Throne 
as  Kang  T’eh  Emperor.  His  incredible  adventures 
were  featured  in  the  popular  film  “The  Last 
Emperor."  Pu  Yi  survived  Japan’s  defeat,  a war 
crimes  trial  by  the  Chinese  Communists,  rehabilita- 
tion to  work  in  the  Beijing  botanical  garden  and 
service  in  the  People’s  Congress.  This  was  the 
highest  Manchukuo  Order,  awarded  in  only  two 
classes.  Collar  and  Grand  Cordon.  The  Collar  was 
awarded  only  to  the  Emperors  of  Manchukuo  and 
Japan.  Only  three  awards  of  the  drand  Cordon  were 
made  between  1934  and  1940,  according  to  James  W 
Peterson’s  definitive  “Orders  and  Decorations  of 
Japan  and  Associated  States,”  published  by  the 
Orders  & Medals  Society  of  America.  Since  the 
Empire  vanished  with  Japan’s  defeat  in  early  1945, 
it  is  unlikely  that  many  any  other  awards  were 
made.  Known  in  Chinese  as  Ta  Hshun  Wei  Lan  Hua 
Chang,  this  Order  is  virtually  non-collectible.  Its 
appearance  is  literally  a once  in  a lifetime  opportu- 
nity for  the  seeker  of  the  greatest  rarities  in  the  field 
of  world  Orders  and  Decorations.

It  is 
believed  that  the  Ismail  Cross  was  awarded  to  officers  not 
qualifying  for  either  the  Fourth  Class  of  the  Order  of  St.

Uncertain  absolute  rarity:  Spink  opined  “thirty  or  so”  (Norweb:223),  Herbert  Seaby  (1957)  believed  fewer  than 
20  survived,  Bergne  listed  the  whereabouts  of  only  14  specimens,  five  of  which  were  permanently  impounded  in 
English  institutional  collections.  This  specimen  is  accompanied  by  a round  silver  case  lined  in  pale  pink  silk,  top 
engraved  in  two  fine  italic  hands  with  the  coin’s  pedigree  to  date  (specifically  mentioned  in  L&S),  with  sufficient  space 
for  the  next  owner  to  add  his/her  name  to  the  illustrious  list.

On  January  24,  1662  John  and  Joseph  Roettiers,  recently  installed  as  engravers  to  the  Royal  Mint,  were  commanded  to 
prepare  dies  and  puncheons  for  coins  to  be  struck  on  the  screw  presses.  Simon  resented  the  foreigners’  advancement  over 
fits  own,  and  when  two  weeks  later  both  Simon  and  the  Roettiers  were  given  similar  instructions  for  the  milled  coinage, 
cHmon  appears  to  have  declined  to  participate  in  what  might  have  seemed  to  be  a competition  of  skills.  Charles  II  chose  the 
noettiers  designs  and  John  received  an  appointment  as  one  of  the  chief  engravers  to  the  Mint.  In  April,  1663,  the  Roettiers 
were  ordered  to  make  changes  to  the  reverse  designs  and  on  this  occasion  Simon  prepared  and  presented  his  "Petition 
rown  in  an  attempt  to  influence  the  king  in  his  favor  and  reduce  the  Roettiers.  Simon’s  petition  was  expressed  on  the 
nAto  words  given  above,  but  was  unsuccessful.

The  idea  for  a great  medal  to  commemorate  the  Allied 
victory  over  Napoleon  at  Waterloo  was  the  Prince  Regent’s 
(later  George  TV).  The  project,  begun  in  1819,  was  first 
entrusted  to  John  Flaxman,  England’s  most  prominent 
sculptor  of  the  day.  Flaxman’s  designs  were  given  to 
Pistrucci,  principal  engraver  at  the  Mint,  who  promptly 
objected  that  his  own  artistic  talents  were  more  equal  to  the 
task  than  Flaxman’s.  The  Royal  Academy  bowed  to  Pis- 
trucci’s influence  and  gave  the  commission  to  him.  Pis- 
trucci was  paid  3,500  pounds  for  his  work.  Once  the  dies 
were  finished  it  was  found  that  they  were  too  large  actually 
to  be  used,  and  only  electrotypes  were  ever  made  from  them. 
The  dies  survive  today.

Writing  in  1957  Bowman  had  the  following  to  say 
regarding  this  pattern  issue: 

“In  order  to  supply  the  deficiencies  of  the  currency 
in  Mauritius  and  other  colonies,  a coinage  based  on 
the  Spanish  silver  dollar  (whose  denomination  was 
eight  Reales),  at  that  time  the  main  circulatory 
medium  in  many  parts  of  the  world,  was  devised  by 
the  British  Government  for  general  circulation  in  the 
colonies.  This  was  the  ‘anchor  money’  of  1820  and 
1822.  It  consisted  of  halves,  quarters,  eighths,  and 
sixteenths  of  a dollar.  The  coins  dated  1822  circu- 
lated quite  extensively  in  the  Maritime  Provinces  of 
Canada. 

“It  was  originally  intended  to  strike  accompanying 
copper  coins  in  the  denomination  offso,  fioo,  and  ’/200 
of  a dollar,  and  in  1823  an  order  was  sent  to  the 
mint  for  10  tons  of  copper  fractions  of  the  dollar,  viz 
5 tons  in  one-fiftieth,  3 tons  in  one-hundredth,  and 
2 tons  in  two-hundredth  pieces.  Models  were 
approved  and  die  prepared  for  the  two  higher 
denominations,  but  none  were  ever  placed  in  circula- 
tion. " 

Since  Bowman  apparently  believed  that  the  anchor 
money  coinage  of  1822  circulated  in  the  Maritime 
Provinces  of  Canada,  he  felt  justified  in  including 
the  patterns  for  the  fractions,  which  were  never 
actually  released  into  circulation,  among  the  Cana- 
dian pattern  series  which  he  studied.

Bucknill  writes  “The  Batavian  Government  stamped,  not  very 
deeply.  . . ” regarding  these.  Extremely  rare.  Bucknill  saw 
four  in  the  British  Museum  and  knew  of  two  others;  Scholten 
discussed  only  five.  Impressed  in  varying  degrees  of  firmness 
on  the  reverse  are  merchants’  and/or  daimyos’  marks,  includ- 
ing ones  resembling  a five-pointed  star  and  a diminutive 
heart.

COINS  OF  THE  KINGDOM  OF  NAPLES 

Coins  of  Naples  from  the  Collection  of 
Richard  F.  Ciccarelli,  M.D. 

This  collection  of  coins  of  the  former  Italian  Kingdom  of 
Naples  and  its  predecessor  states  is  one  of  the  finest  to  appear 
at  auction  in  recent  decades.  It  was  formed  by  Dr.  Richard  F. 
Ciccarelli,  whose  thirty  year  career  as  a pediatrician  in  his 
home  town  has  ended  in  a well-deserved  retirement. 

Dr.  Ciccarelli  was  born  in  an  old  New  England  mill  town 
to  immigrant  parents  from  Abruzzi  and  Campania  in  the 
south  of  Italy.  He  was  educated  at  Boston  College  and  the 
University  of  Naples  Medical  School  in  the  1950’s.  He 
married  and  returned  to  the  United  States  with  his  wife  Leda 
and  an  enduring  love  for  all  things  Neapolitan. 

He  began  his  collection  with  an  1853  Tornese,  which 
recalled  to  him  a popular  neapolitan  song  of  the  1800’s  “E 
spingole  fragese.  ” It  took  him  nearly  twenty  years  of  assemble 
the  delightful  collection  offered  here  (minus  the  Tornese 
which  he  has  retained  for  sentimental  reasons). 

Commencing  with  a 20  Nummi  of  Duke  Stefano  H (755- 
800),  the  collection  then  spans  600  years  and  more  than  30 
regimes  from  the  13th  through  the  19th  century.  This 
remarkable  survey  of  Neapolitan  coinage  is  a tribute  to  the 
numismatics  dedication  of  Dr.  Richard  E.  Ciccarelli.  It  is  his 
hope  that  the  coins,  each  fondly  collected,  find  good  homes. 

The  coins  have  been  catalogued  by  the  definitive  modern 
work,  Le  Monete  di  Napoli  by  Michele  Pannuti  and 
Vincenzo  Riccio,  published  in  1984  by  Nummorum  Auctiones 
S.A.,  Lugano  (PR).

REVOLT  OF  MASANIELLO 

A popular  uprising  against  a fruit  tax  drove  Spanish 
tViceroy  the  Count  d’Arcos  from  his  palace  in  July  1647.  The 
^revolt  was  led  by  Amalfi  fisherman  Tommaso  Aniello  (1622- 
J647),  known  as  Masaniello,  soon  recognized  by  the  Viceroy 
' os  “Captain-General  of  the  Most  Faithful  People  of  Naples.  ” 
1;  Often  compared  to  Oliver  Cromwell,  Masaniello  suffered  a 
^mental  collapse,  perhaps  as  a result  of  poisoning,  and  was 
murdered  on  July  16  while  haranguing  the  mob.  A Republic 
^of  Naples  was  then  proclaimed,  headed  by  the  Duke  de  Guise, 
Enrico  di  Lorena  (Henry  of  Lorraine),  pretender  to  the  throne 
•of  Naples  as  descendant  of  Renato  d’Angio.

PARTHENOPEAN  REPUBLIC,  1799 

The  French  Revolution  arrived  at  Naples  in  January  1799 
with  the  invading  army  commanded  by  Gen.  Championnet. 
Despite  determined  resistance  the  French  took  Naples  and 
proclaimed  the  Parthenopean  Republic  (Repubblica  Napoli- 
tana)  on  January  23,  1 799.  Assailed  by  the  “Army  of  the  Holy 
Faith”  commanded  by  Cardinal  Ruffo,  the  republic  ceased  to 
exist  in  June  1799.  Its  coinage  is  correspondingly  scarce  to 
rare  in  all  denominations.

GIOACCHINO  NAPOLEONE,  1808-1815 

Husband  of  Napoleon’s  sister  Caroline  and  Marshal  of 
France,  Joachim  Murat  was  Grand  Duke  of  Berg  when  the 
Emperor  sent  him  to  Naples  to  replace  his  brother  Joseph.  A 
more  forceful  ruler  than  his  predecessor,  King  Joachim 
accomplished  much  of  lasting  benefit  for  Naples.  To  keep  his 
throne,  he  intrigued  with  Austria  during  Napoleon’s  exile  on 
Elba,  but  rallied  to  his  old  master  during  the  Hundred  Days, 
losing  both  throne  and  life  with  Napoleon’s  final  defeat.

Born  in  Palermo  during  the  family’s  Sicilian  exile,  Ferdi- 
nando  opened  his  reign  with  far-reaching  financial,  adminis- 
trative and  military  reforms,  ending  the  gross  corruption  of 
the  preceding  reign.
